popularity as a_ useful citizen. 
And the success of the so-called 
frauduJent petition to rebutt you, 
which you and the Doctor so zeal- 
ously labored to convince the Legis— 
lature was a forgery, and tried by 
every means to defeat, must be as 
humiliating to your influence as it is 
flattering to mine. I dislike to have 
to speak so plainly, but it seems to 
me the history of the Belle Cove 
Oyster Company has been one of 
fraud and trespass from the begin- 
ning.

Notsatisfied, 
however, with the excessively large 
territory embraced in your almost 
unlimited charter, rocks due West, 
and some to the north of Piney Is- 
land, were staked by the company 
and claimed, I sup , as a part of 
its legal territory. Tellme, Mr. 'Treas- 
urer, if this is not worse than sign- 
ing names to a petition to arrest such 
an avaricious and trespassing organ- 
ization. After the object of your 
company was clearly seen, I was 
frequently importuned to get up a 
petition to restrict it to 80 acres. I at 
last did so, and signed with my own 
hand some sixty names and sent it 
to Mr. Webb, who presented it in the 
House as a genuine paper, represent- 
ing,as it did, the avowed and express- 
ed sentiment of the people, as will 
be presently shown. 

On learning that you and the Doc- 
tor had circulated it that these names 
were written without the permission 
or willingness of the parties, I was 
urged to get up another petition of 
like character to the first that the 
original signers might declare their 
sentiments in theirown handwriting, 
and also to give ali the people oppor- 
tunity to aid in restricting an en- 
croaching and unjust monopolization. 
I did so, and although the daily ex- 
pected adjournment of the Legisla- 
ture hastened the matter, some 300 
names were readily subscribed, and 
among them in their own ‘‘fist’’ 
Dennis, Robt. Humphrey, 
Dr. Hill, ete., names you say were 
fraudulently used. Some of these 
men were especially active in secur- 
ing names, Dennis getting some 2 at 
his store. Even W. T. Bell, the 
third one of the corporators, says the 
restriction to 80 acres meets his ap- 
probation, Eighty acres is enough, 
and had the Company expected to 
raise oysters and prosper by manual 
industry, and not by entering and 
holding exclusively all the natural 
oyster rocks, all would have been well, 
and our people would have encour- 

ed the enterprise; but when we 
suw that the object of the Company 
was to grow rich by unaided natural 
efforts, and by taking bread out of 
the mouths of a large class of our 
people, we opposed you, as naturally 
we should, and you must have 
been very unreasonable not 
to have anticipated the _ result. 

I say, had your Company 
confined themselves to 80 acres or 
thereabouts,as was supposed it would, 
you would have received encourage- 
ment instead of opposition. This is 
clearly proven in my father’s cause, 
who, never dreaming of the trespass- 
ing aim of the Company, gave to one 
of the corporators, James 
his interest in Long Island, to 
used especially as an assistance in 
prospering the Company in planting 
and raising oysters. And now in 
conclusion let me say your threat 
of Federal intervention is so lu- 
dicrously puerile, as to be unworthy 
of a passing notice. It failed to 
frighten our and our 
people ain’t se much.

CALDWELL in connection with the 
University. We reproduce the fol- 
lowing extract: 


‘‘Nor is this the first evidence that 
Gov. Caldwell has given of a purpose 
to prevent the restoration of the In- 
stitution at which he received his 
edueation. Noman who hasread his 
last annual message has any right 
now tosay heis taken by surprise 
when Gov. Caldwell comes out in his 
true colors as an enemy of the Uni- 
versity. In that message, the only 
thing Gov. Caldwell found the State 
too poor to undertake, was the resto- 
ration of the University. 

According to Governor Caldwell, 
the people are amply able to compro- 
mise with their creditors and to pay 
taxes to meetthe interest on the 
public debt, and amply able to pay 
taxes to establish an orphan house, 
but they are not able to re- 
vive the University. Accord- 
ing to Governor Caldwell, North Car- 
Olina is richenough to mortgage its 
only remaining railroad stock to 
complete a road running through his 
section of the State, and rich enough 
to spend money on = immigration 
schemes, but she is not rich enough 
to spend adollar forthe reyival of 
the University. According to Gov- 
ernor Caldwell, the people ought to 
be taxed to build a penitentiary out 
of stone rather than brick, ‘‘asa mat- 
ter of architectural taste and to pre- 


vent destroying the beauty of the 
building ;’’ according to Governor 


Caldwell the people ought to be taxed 
to furnish transportation to their 
former homes for convicts after 
they have served out their terms 
in the State prison, but if he be right 
the people are entirely too poor to 
spend a dollar to restore the Univer- 
sity. According to Governor Cald- 
well, the penitentiary is such an ad- 
mirable place for training the young 
convicts to a valuable trade, that its 
completion cannot be postponed ; but 
according to this same Governor 
Caldwell, the revival of the Univers- 
ity, an institution that trains young 
men for valuable employments, with- 
out first having committed crime, 
and without having worn a felon’s 
jacket, may well be postponed until 
a convenient season in the indefinite 
future! Why this difference ? 

It surely cannot be that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina thinks that 
to make a goood citizen a man must 
first bea felon. Why, then, does he 
make such a difference’ Is it because 
white boys will go to the University 
and negroes go to the Penitentiary ? 

It dues, indeed, seem strange that 
Governor Caldwell should be willing 
to tax the people for every project 
save one for the restoration of the 
University. But so strong, indeed, 
has been his opposition to this one 
project that he went out of his way 
in his last annual message to advise 
that any attempt to restore the Uni- 
veis ty should be postponed, and 
that too, when no taxation for any 
such purpose had been asked for 
and when no intimation of any 
such purpose had been made! It 
does, indeed, seem strange that our 
Governorshould beso solicitous about 
the welfare of young convicts and so 
indifferent to any provision for young 
University students. Ask for money 
to teach convict boys within the 
walls of the Penitentiary how to se- 
eure remunerative employment, and 
if Governor Caldwell be right North 
Carolina is rich enough, but ask for 
money to teach honest boys within 
the walls of the University how to 
get remunerative employment, and 

yorth Carolina is poor indeed. 

But every one to his taste. Let 
Governor Caldwell prefer his Peni- 
tentiary as much as he will, the peo- 


ple very decidedly prefer the Uni- 
versity.

Dear Sir: I have drawn samples of the Guano, as it has arrived in cargo lots, and find 
it ex_eedingly uniform in the ameunt of Phosphoric Acid it contains, namely, from 15 
to 19 percent. This is combined with Lime, and is of animal origin, and readily assimi- 
lable by plants, It contains potential ammonia and nitric acid, having a combined 
Nitrogen value equal to from 2 to 3 per cent. of ammonia, with the alkalies Potash and 
Soda, and valuable proportions of Sulphate of Lirne. The whole forming avery desirable 
combination for all crops, and whe. applied to land, the crop receiving proper tiliage, 
must, in my opinion, give as good results as any guano offered to the farmer. 

Being of animal origin, the organtic matter has undergone partial decou ition, and 
it wecessarily contains a valuable amount of Humus, which makes its fertilizing power 
much greater than fertilizers which are compounded large y of Peruvian Guano, which, 
beyond its ammonia and small phosphatic value, has little er no power in absorbing 
from the atmosphere and retaining in the soil the movable elements absorbed by mois- 
ture and brenghbt down by the rains, as the guano you are now placing upon the market.
